'983, which is already of record, these references are listed on the accompanying Form PTO/SB/08a. 
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Applicant has also listed on the Form the English language translation of the Russian 
Decision to Grant, and a copy of the English Language Russian Decision to Grant is enclosed. For 
each of the EP '888 and the Soviet '186 reference, no English language translation is within the 
possession, custody, or control of applicant, nor readily available to applicant. Nonetheless, the EP 
'888 includes an English-language Abstract, which supplies a concise explanation of its relevance. 
For the Soviet '186 reference, applicant supplies this concise explanation of its relevance, as presently 
understood: Soviet '186 was cited by the Russian Patent Office in a Decision to Grant the 
corresponding Russian patent, but the Russian Patent Office apparently did not believe that it negated 
patentability.
